She is known to the police as Maude Mose- 
ly. They know nothing of her life, for 
care pomning about it, would con- 
sider it a waste of time to inquire into it.

They paid no heed to her until they saw 
sink to the floor in a swoon that seemed like 
death itself. Then they noticed in ber hand 
a bottle labeled “morphine.” They removed 
itand found it drained to the dregs. Then 
they raised the alarm. The officers came; a 
doctor was sent for, and happening to be a 
yong man and ambitious, he did not roll over 
and leave the door bell to answer itself ; 
but weat with the messenger. He saved 
Maud Mosely’s life. 1¢ was a narrow escape, 
but when she returntd to consciousness she 
did not thank him, but in feeble, weary tones 
expressed the wish that hé bad let her die 
and not brought her back to a life of misery. 
These few sentences tell the story of the 
woman's life so far as it is known to the 
police. But to he newspaper man, whose 
profession she did not know, but who, by the 
exercise of a little ingenuity and the d'splay 
of some real sympathy, managed to win her 
confidence, she related the following story, 
the F te of which cannot be proven by the 
evidence of people living in this city, but 
which may perhaps strike a responsive chord 
of corroboration when it finds its wayamong 
the households of the sunny South:

She 
has often been seen a our most 
fashionable thoroughfares, but even the po- 
lice, who have alone been on terms approach- 
ing familiarity with her, dismiss her with a 
look that says plainly “We cannot make her 
out.” Second, because the letters in her pos- 
session were signed by men whom she could 
never know or have dealings with, if she is
